Levied Need Only Be Sufficient to Pay Interest 
and Provide Sinking Fund for Paper Actually 
Disposed of 
Decision Removes Objection to 
County Improvement Plan on Ground of High 
Taxes 
$500,000 Installments Suggested.

The proposed issue of $1,500,000 iii bonds for tho construction 
of permanent roads in Wilbarger county may be issued in install­ 
ments as tin' money is needed and ii tax levied sufficient only t6 
pay interest and provide sinking fund for bonds actually issued 
and sold. This information is conveyed in a letter from the Attor­ 
ney General of texas to County Judge E. U. McHugh. 


Some time ago Judge McHugh’s information on this phase of 
the matter was that the full amount of bonds authorized must he 
issued and a tax levied to take care of tin* lull amount authorized, 
even though all of the money was not needed. The Record publish­ 


ed an article to 11\i>- effect. 
The letter from the Attorney General, however, takes exactly 
tin* opposite view. 
Ile says I hat the bonds can be issued and sold 
as the money is needed. This means that taxpayers will not be 
burdened with a bond issue, the bulk of which would be represent- 
in money lying idle in the banks, 
\ Homey General’s Opinion. 
The letter from W. I*. Dumas, assistant Attorney General, fol-

“The (Ytmmi sioners Court would be authorized to issue these j 
bonds in installments and levy a tax sufficient only to provide in­ 
terest on and sinking fund for the amount of bonds first issued.”

‘ if at any time in the future, that is, within the next 
two or three years, the Court desires to issue and sell the balance 
the entire amount voted, it can pass an order to that effect and 
v a I.tx to provide interest on and sinking fund for the bonds 
tied at that time.” 
Removes Big Objection. 
Tin., advice from Uh* Attorney General removes one of the 
ut. in object ion offered to voting a bond issue of the size proposed. 
Several have objected to voting $1.500,ODD on the ground that the 
money could not be expended at once and the property owners 
would be compelled to pay a tax on the full amount when the Com­ 
mix doners could only 
fraction of the total. Under the situa* 
ion a ll now Lai..is the taxpayers will iv paying/o r bonds only 
as they can be used. 
In other words, if it takes Tin. 
spend the total amount of the issue, they will not be paying taxes 
before the money is needed. 
Judge McHugh is of the opinion that not more than one-third, 
or $500,000, will be issued itt any one year. Thus, the tax rate for 
tho first .year would be only about ”5 cents on tile $100 valuation, 
whereas, jt would be in the neighborhood of $1 it the total amount 
were issued. This would develope an interesting situation in the 
case of the property owners in defined road district No. I.

$50'OOO Retired Each Year. 
ll is also well to remember that at no time will the road bonds 
outstanding equal the total amount of the authorized issue.

retire the issue in forty years, $50,000 must be paid on the pripei- 
pal each year. Undetf&he plan of Judge McHugh at least $100,000 
would be retired before the last of the bonds are issued and sold 
A 
lh" amount of the outstanding bonds diminishes the tax 
rate would be reduced. It is also certain that taxable values wit 
I increase each year. During the last ten years they have increaser j 
I at I he rate of $400,OOO per year. This would also etfect a Reductio! j
